1 . Applicants' amendment regarding the rejections of claims 1 , 2, and 8-1 1 have 
been considered. In response, the Examiner hereby withdraws the 102 and 103 
rejections as they pertain to claims 1 , 2, and 8-1 1 . 

2. Note that: this Application 09/989,362 was searched, in class 257, subclasses 
704, 737, 783, 678, 693; class 228, subclass 180.22 in view of the limitations of the 
claimed invention. A full search on EAST (USPAT, US-PGPUB, JP, EP, Derwent, IBM 
TDB) was done, and no references could be found.
